Norton, holder of the world’s 
record for this event, is a strong 
available candidate, although his 
recent performances are not up to 
the standard he established several 
years ago. Norton is an experi- 
enced hurdler, and in the last 
Olympics placed second to Loomis. 
Oram of the New York A.C. lacks 
experience, but may be depended 
upon. 

Reilly has a mark of 55.4s., 
which barely exceeds Vilen's (the 
French champion's) mark of 65.5s. 
This time was made in competition 
with the best of foreign hurdiers. 
Resal of France won this event in 
the dual meet between France and 
Sweden in 66s. fiat. Phillips, the 
English champion, made 568s. in the 
final championships. Peterson, the 
Swedish champion, won this event 
last year in 56.9s.

TILDEN HITS" 
FRENCH POLICY 


Move to Postpone Davis Cup 
Tourney Under Fire 


Conflict W ith Olympic Games 
Named as Real Reason 


Lenglen’s American Tour is 
Reviewed by Champ

France has passed through some 
stormy periods within the last five 
‘years of its tennis history. Bravely 
rising from the shade of the World 
War, France reorganized her sports 


and took up her life. Factions arose 
in the tennis association. Differ- 
ences as to international policy 


Paty frequent. Finally the blow 
fell. 
Mile. Suzanne Lenglen, the 


world's champion, was prevailed 
upon by Miss Anne Morgan of the 
American Committee for Devas- 
tated France, to come to America 
to compete in a series of exhibi- 
tions for her suffering country. The 
‘American Lawn Tennis Association 
‘was delighted to know of Mlle. 
_Lenglen's visit and agreed to co- 
operate fully with Miss Morgan 
and her committee. Mile. Lenglen, 
after promising to come at a cer- 
tain date, was compelled to post- 
pone her sailing, due, it was said, 
to iliness. But she finally arrived 
two weeks later. She was accom- 
panied by her mother and M. and 
Mme. De Joannis. The latter was 
vice-president of the French Lawn 


eral group, and a man of impec- 
cable honor and great foresight. He 
little dreamed of the trials await- 
ing him in America. af 


SAD AFFAIR 

Much has been said and written 
concerning Mile. Lenglen’s sensa- 
tional collapse and defeat by Mrs. 
Mallory in the American cham- 
pionship the week following her 
arrival. The facts of the case are 
too well known to need descrip- 
tion here, and I see no need to 
discuss the ethics of her retire- 
ment. It is of her refusal to com- 
plete her tour in America, her re- 
turn to France and her charges 
of unfair and unjust treatment 
against the American press and 
tennis officials, follewed by M. De 
_Joannis's frank statement of con- 
ditions and his own “retirement 
from official tennis in France that 
‘I must write. 
Mile. Lengien made a serious 
mistake by her retirement and lack 
of willingness to complete her 
tour. Everyone in America real- 
ized her position, playing just off 
the boat, and would gladly have 
made all allowances for her. No 
one can make allowance for her 
unwarranted attack on the Amer- 
ican tennis officials and press nor on 
M. De Joannis. Her statement of 
iliness was accepted at its face 
Tvalue, and not questioned official- 
ly nor in public print. Personal 
views could not be censored, nat- 
urally. M. De Joannis showed her 
her every possible consideration 
and used all his influence to keep 
her in playing form. His statement 
to the French association concern- 
ing Mile. Lenglien was forced from 
him by his desire to be fair to 
the American Tennis Association 
4nd its officials, not with any de- 
sire to place Mile. Lenglen in a 
wrong light. 


POOR LIGHT 

The unfortunate effect of Mlle. 
Lenglien'’s collapse was to place 
France in a poor light before the 
sporting world. Her trip pas partial- 
ly for popular propaganda purposes 
jand from this angle failed dismally. 
The American Committee for Dev- 

ated France faced a _ serious 

uation, but at the crucial mo- 
ment Mrs. Molla Bjursted Mallory 
stepped forward with the generous 
offer to Ill Mile. Lenglen’s engage- 
ments, So Mrs. Mallory, Miss Les- 
lie Bancroft, Miss Eleanor Goss, 
Miss Martha Bayard, Mrs. Frank 
Godfrey, Vincent Richards and I 
formed the basis of a team which 
raised $10,000 net for France in the 
| month of October, 1921. The po- 
‘litical effects were so far-reaching 
that Miss Anne Morgan felt com- 
pelled to place the full facts of the 
case as known by the American 
Committee for Devastated France 
in the possession of certain high 
French government offictals. 

The fight raged in the French 
Tennis Association, which finally 
vindicated Mile. Lenglen and ac- 
cepted the retirement of M. De 
Joannis, who thus passed out of 
the picture as a power in the 
French Tennis Association. The 
etirement of De Joannis resulted 
n the rise to power of a man, long 
one of the big factors in French 
tennis, a man for years intimately 
connected with sporting affairs, and 
a member of the Olympic commit- 
tee, Mr. Allan Muhr. For the last 
two years Mr. Muhr captained the 
French Davis Cup team, and is 
largely responsible for aiding the 
rise of Henri Cochet and Rene la 
Coste. It is through Muhr, I be-’ 
lieve, that the proposal of a change 
of Davis Cup regulations has come 
from France. 

NEW SCHEME 

Last season Mr. Muhr seemed to 
favor opening a discussion of a new 
method of conducting the competi- 
tion, and this year France proposes 
that the Davis Cup be played for, 
not annually, but every two years. 
Embodied in this idea is the 
thought of the great expense in- 
eurred by the annual challenging 
teams. Hidden under it is the fear 
that possibly the Davis Cup may 
rob the Olympic tennis of a bit of 
ita glory. 

There may be great value to the 
French proposal. Possibly an an- 


proposition. Personally, I cannot 
subscribe to this theory. It seems 
to me that the matter of financing 
‘a Davis Cup team annually is a 
question for each nation to decide 
for itself. I see no cause to force 
a cessation of play because a na- 
tion or small group of nations feel 
that they cannot challenge. Let 
the competition continue on its 
present basis. If a nation is not in 
a position to challenge, it is not re- 
quired to do so. There is no pen-

DOUGLAS (Ariz.) March 17-— 
Last fall, after a correspondence 
courtship, Oscar O. Taylor, post- 
master for the Pirtleville suburb 
of Douglas, married a widow from 
New Mexico. Hardly had the 
honeymoon period passed before 
a cloud rose over the matrimonial 
horizon. Mrs. Taylor just now is 
detained on a charge of attempted 
assault on the person of her hus- 
band. She is said to have ter- 
minated an argument by resort to 
a butcher knife and a billet of 
wood, both taken from her by «a 
male visitor to the Taylor home. 
This visitor told in court how he 
had been asked to go to the Tay- 
lor house and what had happened, 
fervently, adding, ‘“‘Next me «a 
woman asks me to go anywhere, 
I'm going to run.” 

Mrs. Taylor’s appearance in the 
local Justice Court furnished 
something of a sensation. She 
appeared as an actress might ac- 
knowledge @ curtain call, throw- 
ing kieses toward the judge and 
spectators. She declined counsel, 
declaring that she had studied law 
for three years. She called up- 
on her pastor, who was present, 
to offer prayer, but refused to take 
an oath before she proffered tes- 
timony concerning plots alleged to 
have been made by the husband.

EXPEDITION 
WILL SEEK 
SEA GIANTS 


Whaling Party Leaves East 
_ Coast City for Trip into 
South Atlantic 


(EXCLAstve vIsPATCH] 

NORFOLK (Va.) March 17.—~ 
The Norwegian tank steamer Ve- 
loy, fully provisioned and with 
3500 tons of bunker coal, has sailed 
for South Geor a barren isie 
in the South Atlantic Ocean, on a 
whaling expedition which may last 
a few months or a few years, as the 
fortunes of the chase decide. She 
is following one of the most thrill- 
ing of all sea callings since men 
first became masters of the mon- 
esters of the deep. 

Capt. A. 8. Andersog, master of 
the ship, is a whaler of the old 
school, and he carries with him « 
crew of the doughty Norsemen, ev- 
ery man an experienced hand in 
seeking and slaying the big game 
of the south seas. He carries on 
the ship’s roll, incidentally, several 
men above the regular quota of the 
ship's crew, because, as he ex- 
plained, the busineds of killing 
whales is a perilous one, and often 
some of the men who go to sea in 
whalers do not come back. He 
carri the extra men for emer- 
gencies. 

The V has large tanks in 
her hold, where whale meat is 
thrown to be boiled and the oil re- 
duced. If conditions are propiti- 
ous, Capt. Anderson explained, it 
may be possible to get a cargo of 
whale ofl in a few months. Or, he 
said, it may be that the ship will 
have to carry on her hunt for a 
year or two before she fills her 
huge tanks. 

South Georgia is one of a group 
of barren islands, and in the waters 
which surround it whales abound. 

Often, Capt. Anderson said, in 
favorable weather off the southern 
islands it is possible to land three 
or four whales in a single day. 
And then it is Just as often that the 
ship must wait and watch for 
weeks and months in comparative 
idleness until the whales, follow- 
ing the whim of their kind, make 
their appearance.

“It is charged that bankruptcy 
rings exist in certain districts. 
These rings are said to exact ex- 
orbitant and unwarranted fees, 
to control estates secretly in the 
interest of the bankrupts them- 
selves, to encourage and control 
unfair composition settlements, to 
file petitions on fictitious assigned 
claims and generally to defeat the 
underlying purposes of the Fed- 
eral Bankruptcy Act.” 

Under the proposed law, final 
decision on which will be held in 


abeyance for six montha pend- 
ing further study of its o tion, 
mo receiver or trustee in bank- 


ruptcy would be allowed to em- 
ploy as hia attorney the attornej 
of the bankrupt. Nor shall the 
receiver or trustee in bankruptcy 
retain as his attorney the attorney 
of the petitioning creditors unless 
specially authorized by the court. 
The tendency should be to make 
the receiver and his counsel in- 
dependent umpires.

ing from Alopecia Areata. Alope- 
cia Areata usually comes suddenly 
like that and in many cases with- 
out any preliminary symptoms. It 
is not an uncommon disease and it 
afflicts men, women and children. 

There is a question as to whether 
Alopecia Areata is of a nervous or 
microbic (germ) origin. Some in- 
vestigators believe that it is 
caused by a germ of some charac- 
ter, and that it is contagious, The 
French observers have reported 
numbers of cases appearing in bar- 
racks or schools,eand from there 
spreading through the other towrs, 
In England and in our country 
similar apparent epidemics have 
been reported. Those who believe 
that the disease is contagious think 
that it is transmitted most often by 
barber’s utensils which have sot 
been sterilized. 

Those who often believe it is of 
nervous origin cite the fact that it 
is often met with in— association 
with various nervous diseases. One 
investigator believes that decayed 
teeth and eye strain have been the 
causes in some cases. 

Alopecia Areata mihy affect the 
beard or other Lairy regions of the 
body. Sometimes ringworm—« 
fungis growth—or pediculi (lice) 
and other local diseases of the 
scalp, and a certain serious sye- 
temic disease will produce bald 
spots, tut in these cases the cause 
is easily discovered. 

There may be but one bald patch 
or there may be a dozen. The spots 
are usually more or less circular 
in shape and sharply defined by 
the surrounding hair. 3 

Usually the hair comes in again, 
but it may be from three months 
to several years. First, there is & 
fine down upon the patch, this falls 
out, being replaced by heavier hair, 
which in turn falls out and the 
normal hair grows. This may come 
in white at first. 

Treatment: First, the general 
health must be attended to. The 
proper nutrition, especially, is im- 

t. We know that the nutri- 
tion of the scalp is affected where 
the general nutrition is affected. 

There should be a thorough phy~ 
sical examination and any defects 
corrected. The eyes and the 
teeth should not, be overlooked. 
Children should be taken out of 
achool as there is a big possibility 
of the condition being contagious; 
and in the home care should be 
taken that a separate comb, towel 
and brush are used, and separate 


beds. 

‘The local treatment is ~dased 
upon the stimulation of the part 
by massage, and the use of anti- 
parisitic or germ-destroying medi- 
cations. One authority, Jackson, 


states that the loose hair around 


the patch should be pulled ouf for 
about one-quarter of an inch, and 
every few’ days any hairs 
should be removed. 

Many remedies are suggested for 
this condition. Among the simpler 
is strong ammonia water. This 
to be dabbed on the scalp hs 
swab several times a day, 
careful of the eyes. Another rem- 
edy is one part of iodine to twe 
parts of collodion painted on the 
apots every day or so. Another 
simple remedy that is given ™&@ 


‘acetic acid. This is painted on the 


spot until it whitens and then is 
sponged off with cold water, such 
applications to be made every 
three or four days. 

However, if-you are suffering 
from Alopecia Areata, you should 
be under the personal supervision 


_of a skin specialist, if possible, and

STATUE PUZZLES PIONEER 


Ezra Meeker Sees His Likeness, Found in Vienna, 
for Which He Never Posed, Never Heard Of | 


“It's a small world after all,” 


said Ezra Meeker, oldest living pio- 


neer of the Oregon Trail yesterday, as he gazed on a bronze statue of 


himeelf that was uncovered in a small art shop in Vienna 
to this country by A. Weil of Eagle Rock. 


The romance and mystery sur- 
rounding the statue were height- 
ened by Mr. Meeker’s declaration 
that he had not posed for the 


piece, did not know it was in exis-/ 


tence and could not offer an expla- 
nation for its presence so far away 
from the Old West in which he 
spent his early days. 

“There are my oxen,” said the 
pioneer as he examined the base 
of the miniature statue with a 
magnifying glass yesterday at Mr. 
Weil's Eagle Rock etudio. k 
how that horn turns down; how 
well I remember that.” 

He found that even the impro- 
vised cloth feed bin, used in go- 
ing over the pioneer trails, was 
depicted true to life. The statue 
itself is Mr. Meeker in miniature. 
The broad-brimmed hat, the bead- 
ed Indian vest, even the gauntlets, 
the pioneer recognized at a glance. 

“ir. Weil was unable to satisfy 
Mr. Meeker’s curiosity regarding 
the original of the statue.
